THE MARINER’S COMPASS. 


Influences That Draw It From Its Alle- 
giance to the Pole. 

Nothing in the navigational equip- 
ment of a ship has been the subject of 
more anxious research or receives 
more jealous care than the mariner’s 
compass. 

The popular notion of the compass 
needle always pointing north and 
south is—well, more inaccurate than 
even popular notions usually are. Even 
under the most favorable conditions 
there are only certain places upon the 
surface of the earth where the compass 
needle does point north and south, and 
it is quite safe to say that such condl- 
tions are never found on board of any 
ship.

THE TURNED UP MUSTACHE.

India’s War wn fats. 

Some facts bearing on the anti-rat 
campaign were mentioned recently by 
Commissioner Nicol, of the Salvatior 
Army, in an interview in London. 
“The army in India is launching out 
into a regular war on rats,” he saici, 
“The inspector-general of hospitals 
for the Punjab has approwe of the 
Salvation Army plan for the exter- 
mination of rats by imported cats. 
Two thousands rats have recently 
been destroyed at Gujerat alone. Two 
cat farms have been started in India, 
and it is our intention to keep up the 
breed by sending out consignments of 
English cats from time to time. lt 
hus been proved by a series of experi- 
ments that the rat flea, which is the 
medium of plague infection, does not 
lodge on the cat. The native will not 
destroy the rats themselves, owing to 
religious scruples But they do not 
object to the cat campaign, as they 
have no seruples agairst one anime] 
killing unother. The Salvation Army 
authorities in India have gone 
thoroughly into the problem of rat 
extermination, Captain Liston has 
made the discovery that guinea pigs 
can be used as traps to catch the 
fleas. The guinea pigs are let loose 
in plague infected houses after ‘the 


rats have been destroyed. The 
parasites which have quitted the 
rats are attracted in numbers to the 


guinea pigs, 29 per cent. of which 
subsequently die’ from the infection, 
The guinea pigs having been removed 
with the proper precautions, a 
thorough clearance of the plague 
stricken houses is effected.” 


FISHER-BERESFORD ROW. 


Quarrel In High Circles May Impair 
Efficiency of British Navy. 


The unpleasantness alleged between 
Lord Charles Beresford as Command- 
er-in-Chief of the Channel fleet, and 
Bir John Fisher is attracting oa great 
deal of attention at the present time 
in the Mother Country. It is felt that 
some steps wiil shortly be taken to 
relieve a situation which, if correct- 

stated, may threaten the discipline 
and efficiency of the British navy. It 
is stated that in November last Sir 
Percy Scott, who commands the First 
Cruiser uadron, made a_ signal 
which Lord Charles Beresford — not 
without reason — described as “con- 
temptuous in tone and insubordinate 
in character.”’ For this offence the 
Commander-in-Chief reprimanded Sir 
Percy Scott in the presence of a jun- 
jor officer, and caused the signal to 
be expunged from the log. 

Since that time the personal. rela- 
tions between the two officers have 
become notorious, and it is common 
knowledge that Admiral Lord Charles 
Beresford and Admiral Sir Percy Scott 
have not been on speaking terms, not- 
withstanding that they hold import- 
ant commands in the same fleet. 

The second incident, which carries 
the dispute into another and a higher 
quarter, is based on the report of the 
meeting between Sir John Fisher and 
Lord Charles Beresford at a recent 
levee — an incident which is said to 
have been witnessed by several offi- 
cers in His Majesty’s service, who put 
upon it the only construction possible 
at the moment. 

These incidents are but the visible 
symptoms of differences that have 
arisen between Lord Charles Beres- 
ford and some of his colleagues. The 
difficulty of dealing with them is 
manifest. It is not easy to decide 
where courtesy fails and deliberate of- 
fence begins. The Admiralty, can 
hardly be expected to take action in 
defence of the usual courtesies of 
life, but it is of paramount import- 
ance to the Empire that the discipline 
of the British navy should be main- 
tained. 


‘WOODEN SPOONS PASSING. 


This Year Will See End of Cambridge 
Wranglers and Interesting Custom. 


There will be no more Senior Wran- 
glers at Cambridge University after 
this term, nor, as a consequence, any 
more wooden spoons, either. 

As most people are aware, the 
Wranglers are the best men of their 
year at mathematics, their precise 
position being regulated by a competi- 
tive examination extending over sev- 
eral days. The candidate who secures 
the highest number of marks is dub- 
bed Senior Wrangler, the others being 
designated Second, Third, Fourth 
Wrangler, and so on, in order of 
merit. The last Wrangler on the list 
of these “honor men,” as they are 
called, is the recipient of the far- 
famed wooden spoon. 

Formerly, this was a real spoon of 
boxwood, prettily carved, mounted in 
silver or gold, and emblazoned with 
the college arms. But for many years 
past it has been getting bigger, un- 
til now it more nearly resembles a 
navvy’s shovel. 

On degree day this curious emblem 
is lowered from the gallery of the 
Senate House, at the moment when 
the victim goes forward to receive his 
degree at the hands of the vice-chan- 
cellor. Attached to the handle, and 
dangling also at various points from 
the cord that upholds it, are usually 
to be seen a number of Dutch dolls, 
polliwogs, nodding Chinese mandar- 
ins, and other slmllar toys. ; 

The custom dates back to the time 
before the institution of medals, when 
gold and silver spoons were the usual 
reward of superlative merit in schol- 
astic attainments, just as to-day gold 
and silver cups are presented for pro- 
ficiency in athletics. 

The wooden spoon of the mathe- 
matical tripos, it may be mentioned, 
has its counterpart in the wooden 
wedge of the classical tripos, the lat- 
ter commemorating a certain Mr. 
Wedgewood, who chanced to be at the 
bottom of the honors list when the 
examination in question was first in- 
stituted in 1824.

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MILK POWDER. 


Great Trade Can Be Built Up For 


Product, It Is Believed. 

The Creamery Journal of London pre- 
dicts a bright future for the milk pow- 
der trade, It says: Now that practieal 
processes have been invented for the 
conversion of milk into powder the 
question of the possibilities of such a 
business demands the attention of all 
creamery proprietors and managers. 
The great. difficulty in most manufac- 
turing businesses is the proper utiliza- 
tion of byproducts. Now, separated 
milk in creameries is practically a 
waste material, It fetches on the aver- 
age a price of a penny per gallon. It 
can only be sold in the immediate 
neighborhood of the creameries, as car- 
riage to a distance is not possible at 
such a price. 

The process referred to gets rid of 
practically the whole of the water con- 
tained in the milk, and the residue of 
milk powder amounts to only about one- 
tenth of the weight of the milk, Even 
were it possible to send the separated 


milk economically to a distance the 


heavy cost of the packages required 
would be a vely serious drag on the 


business. But the milk powder say be 


forwarded in any ordinary light com- 
mercial package that can stand the 
strain of a railway journey. 

For wholesale purposes it may be 
packed in bags, like flour, at practical- 
ly no cost ‘whatever. The trade being 
a perfectly practical one, the next ques- 


tien is, What are the possibilities of 


finding a successful market for the 


product? And it seems to us that if 


milk powder is properly placed on the 


market it will find innumerable profit- 


able outlets. It will be used in enor- 
mous quantities by biscuit manufac- 


turers and by bakers and confectioners 
to a large extent in the manufacture 


of milk bread, cakes and pastry of 
various sorts. As it will keep for any 
length of time, it will obviously be in- 
valuable on board ship. 


DOCTORING CATTLE. 


Drenching Is Dangerous and Often 
Proves Fatal, Says a Veterinarian. 
Dr. David Roberts, Wisconsin state 

veterinarian, gives this advice: 

Perhaps the best way of demonstrat- 
ing the danger of drenching cattle is 
to advise the reader to throw back his 
head as far as possible and attempt to 
swallow. This you will find to be a 
difficult task, and you will find it more 
difficult and almost impossible to swal- 
low with the mouth open, It is for 
this reason that drenching cattle is a 
dangerous practice. If a cow's head be 
raised as high as possible and her 
mouth kept open by the drenching bot- 
tle or horn a portion of the liquid is 
very apt to pass down the windpipe 
into the lungs, sometimes causing in- 
stant death by smothering, at othey 
times causing death to follow in a 
few days from congestion or inflamma- 
tion of the lungs. 

Give all cattle their medicine hy 
dermically or in feed. If they refuse 
feed give it dry on the tongue. The 
proper method of giving a cow medi- 
cine is to stand on the right side of 
the cow, placing the left arm around 
the nose and at the same time open- 
ing her mouth, and with a spoon in the 
right hand place the medicine, which 
should be in a powdered form, back on 
the tongue. She can then swallow 
with safety.
